REUEFMUDDLE 

Samuel Cabot of Chamber 
Says City Must Put 
House in Order '< 



Csonditions which "have never been 
explained to Ine satisfaction of the pub- 
lic" have been discovered In each re- 
cent Investigation of public welfare, 
Samuel Cabot, chairman of the com- 
mittee on municipal finance of the Bog- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, declared In 
a statement last night. 

Sharply criticizing the department for 
Its refusal to make public haw much 
of the so-called Fox plan had been put 
in operation, Mr. Cabot said that "the 
present muddle, which is rapidly be- 
coming a travesty of municipal admin- 
istration, is satisfactory to no one." 

He said In reference to expected aid 
from the federal and state government 
under new legislation that "the city 
should have its house In order before 
applying to higher authority. 
His statement follows: 

It Is obvious that the city's budget 
allowances to date for public wel- 
fare disbursements will be Insuffi- 
cient to carry through the year. 
Fortunately substantial aid from 
the federal and state government, 
will be available to the city under 
recently enacted IcgLslation. 

Another Important fact is that 
the rate of disbursement during 
the first six months of 1933 has 
exceeded that for the same period 
In 1932. From January to June, 
Inclusive, of this year the total 
amount disbursed was $6,900,000, 
an average of ,$I.1.')0,000 per month. 
Last year the corresponding figure 
was $6,163,000, and the monthly 
average was $1,027,000. 

When the olty goes before state 
authorities with It.n request for as- 
sistance, its public welfare work 
should be above criticism. The state 
law authorizes the state emergency 
finance board to survey the work of 
local welfare departmcnLs and to re- i 
qnlre improvements before approval | 
of financial aid Is given. 

Unfortunately there has been an- , 
other agitation regarding the work | 
of the public welfare department, i 
Again the public is told that all is 
not well and that Investigation of 
specific cases nrou.ses su.splclons of 
the adequacy of the department's 
check-up. Again the department 
has stoutly defended its work, em- 
phasizing the point that no fraud 
was evident. Again the depart- 
ment has agreed to make certain 
Improvements which the public 
wonders wUy the department had 
not made years ago. Again there 
Is reported to be 'jacking and filling 
in putting these Improvements Into 
actual operation. 

In these recurring tncidentj?. de- 
fenders of the department rail for 
facts, but the confidential nature of 
its work bars all but a few from 



obtaining them. It Is signincant 
that whenever that barrier of con- 
fidence has been pierced by official- 
dom, unsatisfactory conditions have 
emerged and they have never been 
explained to the .satisfaction of the 
public. Invariably those who have 
investigated or studied the situa- 
tion, tiave urged reforms. But the 
improvements actually made iiavc 
not been sufficient to bar further 
disclosures in later investigations. 

How long will tliis procedure con- 
tinue? Why must it take public 
agitation and contlnuou.s prodding 
to accomplish anything? Is Bo.ston 
helpless to straighten the problem 
out? Earlier In the rteprcs.slon it 
was said In defence of the depart- 
ment that its work had increased 
to tremendous proporti(ms "over 
night," and time shoiUd Ik; allowed 
to permit a i-eadjuslmcnt. Years 
have elapsed, and if the "readju.st- 
ment" has occurred, the public has 
not tieen told of it. 

The most hopeful sign of real 
accomplishment, was the announce- 
ment last Januovy that the .so- 
called Fox plan for reorganizing the 
department had been adopted. It 
proposed centralization and clearer 
definition of authority and other 
changes wlilrh promised to effect 
much-needed improvements. If de- 
fenders of the department call for 
f.ictE. here are some which llie de- 
partment itself can furnish. Let 
there be a complete and clear public 
statement of exactly how much of 
the Fox plan has been put In actual 
operation. The department owes it 
to itself as well as to the public wel- 
fare recipients and taxpayers, to

The Boston mayor said he had no plans 
lor hlm.sclf after he relinquishes office )n 
.lynuarv and added that th» coming 
)iKM-(iralty campaign was a "wide-open 
liL-lit." 

Of the legislation which prevents him 
frnni Hucceeding himself as mayor he 
paid: "Some years ago they passed a 
law to get rid of me." 

HP told of his visits with the pope ani^ 
ISfusaollnl. The pope, he said, showed a 
Breat knowledge of Industrial affairs and 
nsWed him searching questions about in- 
rlu.strial condition.-? in New York, Boston, 
Detroit and other American cltieB. He 
snld Mussolini showed keen Interest In 
President Roosevelt's recovery plans. 

Of Germany he said that It seemed to 
dim the people were as united behind 
Hitler as they ever were behind the 
kaiser. In Italy and Germany, he con- 
tinued, It seemed that about one man 
n\it of three wore some sort of uniform. 
"It la hard to visit Europe and come hack 
n pacifist," he said. "They are talking 
peace but everyone Is holding on to his 
uun." 

Mayor Curley travelnd about Europe 
with his family for six weeks. When, 
they arrived on the liner Bremen today] 
they were transferred to a const Kii:ird| 
cutter and hroiiKht to the Battery. They 
prrnnged to t.nke a noon.

Change Amons Italians 

"In our half-hour, he discussed many 
internal and foreign affairs. He was 
particularly interested in the progies.s 
of President Roosevelt, but I am not at 
liberty to discuss our talk. I did tel'i 
him, however, that If Hoover hart 
adopted the Mussolini hours of work, 
we couldn't have won the last elec- 
tion.

"In Switzerland, on the other hand. 
It seemed as If there were more women 
workers than there arc panhandlers 
in thi."! country. The people, as usual, 
are all busy. 



found most beneficial to health, but 
I doubt If it would be popular in some 
parts of this country." 

Mr Curley dodged the question vhen 
a reporter asked him if he meant 
Boston. 

"Excellent housing projects have 
been carried out, and one or two-room 
apartments of the best type cost ?5 a 
month. There are central laundries 
In 'Vienna, where all facilities aro of- 
fered, and the housewife can do an 
ordinary day's wash In an hour or 
two. Another help is the central kin- 
dergarten, with nurses attached, where 
the mother can leave her children 
while she is shopping or working. 

"Germany has a more elaborate 
housing sy.stem, and it is rather inter- 
esting to know that much ot the 
money to pay for it was borrowed 
from the Allies. There are model 
apartiucnt.s for 60,000 people in the 
German capital. The buildings are of 
quadrangular shape, with gardens and 
playgrounds in the center. In our 800 
mijp.s, we found that all vacant lands 
beside the railroad tracks had been 
made into vegetable or flower gardens, 
and the people who care for them come 
from their homes on bicycles, which 
are fast replacing automobiles. 

Ilepressinn Itespnnsiblp lor Advance 

"In general, I .sliould saj that the 
depression was responsible for the gen- 
e-al advance in Europe. Every inch 
of tillable soil is cultivaiec 

"No, I didn't see HHler, but I spent 
seme time with the Burgomasters of 
Berlin and Munich. I r.nd Germans 
united behind Hitler, as strongly as 
tr.ey were behind the K^'ser. There 
vias no obvious persecution of the 
Jews; I went thrflugli tbe ghetto of 
Berlin and everything seemed as peacv 
ful as elsewhere. I lma,'ine that Ger- 
many ha-s realized, as the rest of the 
world did, that such activities as re- 
ported are un-Christlam'ke, and un- 
just. The contention there was tlint 
all Jews were UommunLsts, but thai 
ijea has vanished. 

"Signs of paclflsm? Every third man 
in Germany wore a brown shirt or a 
blue one, and the same ratio of uni- 
forms seemed to bo true In Italy. 

"There i.s no antagonism against 
Americans, and all seem to he watch- 
ing with interest what they deem the 
'Roosevelt experiment', " M.iyor Curley 
concluded.

The "present muddle," in the at- 
tempt to improve the work of .the Bos- 
ton Public Welfare Department," is 
rapidly becoming a triivest.v of munic- 
ipal administration," chairman Sam- 
uel Cabot of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce Committee on Municipal 
Finance asserted in a statenrent last 
night, urging the city to set its house 
in order before seeking Federal and 
State aid. 

Mr Cabot's statement, in part, fol- 
lows ; 

"It is obvious that the city's budget 
allowances to date for public welfare 
disbursements will be insufficient to 
carry through the year. Fortunately, 
substantial aid from the Federal and 
State Government will be available 
to the city under recently enacted 
legislation. 

"Another fmportant fact in that the 
rate of disbursement during the fiisi 
six months of IBS.! has exceeded that 
for the same period in 1932. Fi'om Jan- 
uary to June inclusive of this year, 
the total amount disbursed was ,$6,- 
900,000, an average of $1,150,000 per 
month. Last year, the corresponding 
figure was ?6, 163.000, and the monthly 
average was Jl. 027,000. 

"When the city goes before State 
autlioi'ities witli its request for as- 
sistance, its public welfare work 
.should be above criticism. The State 
law authorizes the State Emergency 
Finance Board to survey the work of 
local welfare departments and to re- 
q'uirc improvements before approval 
of financial aid is given. 

"The most hopeful sign of real ac- 
complishment was the announcement 
last January that the so-called Fa> 
plan for reorganizing the dcpartmeni 
had been adopted. 

"Let there be a comj^lete and clea,j 
public statement of exactly how mud 
of the Fox plan has been put in actua 
operation. The department owes it tc 
itself, as well as to public wclfari 
recipients and taxpayers, to take th< 
public into its confidence. The preEt-::i1 
muddle, w-hich is rapidly becoming a 
travesty of municipal administration 
is satisfactory to no one. 

"There must be no hitch in obtain 
ing sufficient funds for this woik dur- 
ing the balance of the year. As a 
matter of pride to Boston, the city 
should have its house in older before 
applying to higher authority."

CURLEY'SWORK 
APPEAL HISSED 

Cat call.s anil hisses, intersi)er3ed 
with hearty applau.^e, greeted apee.k- 
;rs who appeared before the state 
'niergency finance board at the 
State House yesterday to oppose 
Mayor James M. Curley's plan for 
'le construction of an }8,500,000 
iubway under Huntin.^^ton ave. 

Although the mayor has argued 
Lhat the construction of the sub- 
way would give employment to 
J,0()0 men and virtually wipe out 
Ihe Soldier's relief list in Boston, 
repie.senlativea of both the Cham- 
oer of Commerce and the Boston 
X<eal Estate Exchange opposed the 
pioject. Many Roxbury and Ja- 
.naica Plain organizations opposed 

Eliot Wadsworth, president ot 
.he Chaml>er of Commerce, received 
ihe first blast ot heckling when he 
voiced disapproval of the mayor's 
j»lan. But the reception which he 
was accorded was mild compared to 
that received by Mrs. Hannah Con- 
nors, Curley foe and represcataUve 
3i the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Home Owners Association. 

When greeted by shouts and 
hisses, Mrs. Connors appealed to 
Chairman .Toseph W. Bartlett ot 
Newton, who asked fair play from 
the audience, most ot whom were in 
favor of the planned construction. 
The same plea was voiced by Corp. 
Counsel Samuel Silverman. 

The Good Government Associa- 
tion, in submitting a statement. )X- 
presaed doubt a.s to the wisdom of 
the plan. 

All those opposing the plan were 
unanimous in stating that It was 
wasteful and ill-considered, and that 
it would impose an added burden 
nn taxpayers as well as endanger- 
ihR the city's finances in years to 
come. 
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Huntlngrton avenuB. 
With regard to the lack of Justiflca- 
tlon of the expenditure for the subway 
he said: 

The first objection is that the 
present financial condition of the 
city of Boston; the unprcccndented- 
ly high rate of taxation and the 
high percentage of uncollectable 
taxes, forbid its now undertaking a 
further large annvial burden Ihrougli 
non-liquidating enterprises, unless 
or paramount importance. 

It is highly improbable that any 
additional revenue resulting from 
construction and operation of .su^-h 
a subway would even remotely meet 
the annual charges it would entail 
for interest and amortization by 
sinking fund. These, based on a 
total cost, would amount to $385.- 
500 yearly, and on the net cost, af- 
ter deduction of the expected gift 
of 30 per cent, by the United States 
government, would foot up $275,000 
yearly. 

The deficit of the Elevated this 
year will cost the taxpayers of Bos- 
ton, alone, over $1,790,000: it al- 
ready adds nearly $1 per $1000 to 
the tax rate. They can HI afford 
further addition. 

These considerations, together 
with your realization of the further 
burden of expense which NRA codes 
place on the business community 
and which eventually must fall on 
consumers, I am confident will 
have great weight with this board, 
for few of our citizens believe that 
money borrow-ed now from the 
United States government will not 
have to be repaid. 

Mr. Roth will recommend extending 
the subway under Coplev square and 
Dartmouth street, emerging on Hunt- 
ington avenue, at Stuart street. He 
would relieve traffic at Huntington and 
Ma."!sachusetts avenues by an underpass.

Amid a dlscnrdBiit and highly v"om- 
petitlve chorus of cheers and boos. 
Mayor Ciirlcy yesterday asl^ed the state 
emergency nnance board to approye the 
proposed $8,500,000 Huntington ayenue 
subway project. The mayor declared 
tliat it would put 3000 men to work for 
three years, proyide a highly necessary 
public improvement, and reduce solrilerr.' 
relief almost to the '-.inishlng point, 
while the chamber of commerce, the 
municipal research bm-cau and other 
critics alleged that the proposed ex- 
penditure would be an almost complete 
waste of money. 

The atmosphere yesterday before a 
large crowd packing Gardner auditori- 
um at the State Hou.se was almost as 
bitter and di-sputatious as if the speak- 
ers liad been arguing concerning reli- 
gion. It was jdifUcult to bear in mind. 
.'•, emotional was the verbiage, that 
.speakers were discu.-islng as factual and 
matter of fact a pro.ject as subway con- 
struction. And the reason for the In- 
tensity was not difUcult to find. For a 
largo portion of the audience was com- 
posed of iniemployed veterans to whom 
the success of the proposal meant 
money and a chance to straighten dis- 
ordered lives. And an equally large 
portion was composed o.' small pro|)crty 
holders to whom the prop<->sal meant the 
possibility that their la.vcs and financial 
trcublPs would be Increased. 

RICPLIKS TO MRS. CONNORS 

The note of the meeting was struck 
when Mayor Curley. dignined. bland 
and confident, strode down the aisle to 
be greeted by the vocal conflict, of those 
who cheered and boced. Mrs. Hannah 
M. Connors, most militant and insistent 
of the mayor's critics, .lumped to her 
feet, and emitted a shiill but powerful 
• opiftno boo that mounted above the 
clamor with the ea.-;e of a steam whistle. 
Mayor Curley turned and glared at his 



tireless critic and Rave vent to a bit of 

EOtto voiced comment which turned Mrs. 
Connors'.^ features crimson. According 
to Samuel Silverman, corporation coun- 
sel the mayor said: "What big feet you 
have. Hannali." 

The mayor, undlsturbrd by this by- 
play, cleared his throat and outlined 
his reasons for advocating the con- 
rtructlon in the fluent, easy periods 
tliat have giiined him fame as an 
orator. Now and then he was inter- 
rupted by the cheers of the veterans, 
whose clamor was a signal for the 
competitive boos of llie proposals op- 
ponents. 

Asserting that the welfare expendi- 
ture for 1933 would be greater than the 
preceding year if public works were 
not immediately undertaken with the 
aid of federal funds, the mayor said: 
•'Therp is only one way of giving people 
purchasing power. Tliat is by giving 
work and wages. Unless we stop the 
loafing of our people there is no telling 
what will hapix'H. Give the 3000 men 
v.-ho would be employed on this work a 
chance to labor and one-h&lf million 
dollars will be put in circulation every 
month." 

The $8.,'J00,000 .subway project Is but 
a part of the $23,500,000 public works 
campaign the mavor proposes to carry 
out with fede-al aid In conjunction 
with national recovery act program. 
Critics of the gigantic public works 
prcgram declare that in the last 
analysis the expense will be met by 
already o\erburdened property owners.

Among the most important of the 
criticiims of the mayor's proposal was 
Eliot Wadsworth, president of the 
cliamber of commerce, who began with 
the statement, "The building of thi", 
.subway is the most extravagant wasM 
of public money that ha.s yet been pro- 
posed. The chamber of commerce op- 
poses this project. We do not believe 
it serves a practical pui'po.=c nor that 
it meets the requirement,^, of .social and 
economic necessity called for by the 
federal public works admini.stration. 

"The subway would cost over S5,- 
OOO.OOO a mile, perhaps the most ex- 
pensive trackage in the world outside 
of some New 'i'ork tunnels. As ft 
tranrit ' -ility it cannot oosslbly be 
jitstified. The number of passengers us- 

ing Huntington avenue street cars h»s 
lecroased 40 per cent, in eight years 
land is still decreasing. The total niun- 
Ibcr of passengers using the Elevated 
service has decreased 30 per cent. In 
! line years. This shrirkage in street 
:ar earnings is not confined to Boston, 
)ut is common to every city in the 
,or!d. To six^nd a huge sum for sub- 
way facilities means providing an addl- 
orial plant at tremendous expense lor 
declining industry." 
One of the most impressive of the 
'bjectors was Bernard J. Rothwell. ft 
lirector of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
nay Company, which many of the 
•ritics said would bcnefll by the pro- 
50sed construction, 
He said in part: 

My position in this matter had 
been made clear to other members 
of the board o'f directors. They 
do not question my righ; as a citi- 
zen of Kcston and a taxpayer, to 
oppose this project. I shall en- 
deavor to make clear to this board, 
the rea.sotis fnr m^■ O'^pcritic", 

First, neither public interest nor 
public necessity justify any such 
excessive expenditure as this propo- 
sition involves. 

Second, there Is practically no 
urgent general demand for its con- 
struction. 

Third, it completely ignores the 
outstanding traffic problem of the 
city of Boston. 

Fourth, an.v possible advanta^ 
wotild be entirely disproportionate 
to Its cost. 

Fifth, it has no legislative in- 
dorsement. 

In explaining his charge that the 
construction would do nothing to solve 
the outstanding traffic problem of the 
city, he said: 

The traSHc problem Is not the 
hastening by a comparatively few 
minutes, the movement of a rela- 
tively few "Elevated " cars per hour. 
It is the far more important one 
of accelerating the movement of 
the vastly Rrtatc- number of motor 
driven vehicles. TiafBc congestion 
at the three sections of Huntington 
and Massachu.setts avenues is rap- 
idly becoming intollerable. Already 
it chokes up both avenues for long 
distances. Motor vehicles are not 
infrcqucntl.' halted three or four 
limes before effecting a crossing. 
Another badly congested Intersec- 
tion demanding relief ^s thai of 
South Huntington avenue and the 
Riverway, where heavy streams of 
traffic constantly criss-cross.

Sees Little Relief 



The proposal of Mayor Curley to 
build an t8, 500,000 Huntington-av sub- 
Way was characterized as unjustified 
and excessive in cost by Pres Eliot 
Wadsworth of the Boston Chamber of 
CJommerce, one of an array of speak- 
er* who voiced opposition to the 
project yesterday afternoon at the 
hearing before the State Emergency 
Finance Board in Gardner Auditorium 
at the State House. 

Speakers representinar the Boston 
Real Estate Kxcliange, Boston Munlci- 
I pal Research Bureau and private inter- 
ests in the Huntington-av district op- 
posed the project. 

Bernard J. Rothwell, chairman of 
the Boston Klevated directors, speak- 
ing as a private citizen, charged that 
the project •compieieiy ignuien tjio 
outstanding traffic problem of Boston" 
and declared that, in his opinion, 
neither public Interest nor public 
necessity justify any such excessive 
• xpenditiire," 

Mr WRdsworth said he regarded the 
Mayors proposal «.<< "ihe moat extrav- 
agant waste of public money that has 
jet been proposed."

Expenses Increasing 

In the opinion of Mr Rothwell, the 
financial condition of the city does not 
^'^^i''??'' "^® expenditure involved. He 
said the expense per capita for munic- 
ipal government, already high, has 
been increased almost an additional 
dollar already on the tax rate by reason 
of the Elevated's deficit of 1933 

Declaring that there is no llkehood 
of an increase in population in the 
district to be benefited, Mr Rothwell 
urged greater attention to the needs of 
wotori.sts because of the congestion of 
traflio in roads leading into the city. 

The speaker challenged the state- 
ments of Mayor Curley relative to the 
amounts to be expended for labor, say- 
ing that computatlon.s made by him 
<*howed these outlays would run any- 
' where f i '^m s.-; ono nno to SH.000.000 
w-hereas the total cost of the project 
Was to ba $8,500,000. 

An alternativo plan to tlie one Under 
consideration was presented by the 
speaker. It called for the extension of 
the Boylston-st subway at Clarendon 
•t under Huntington av to the other 
tide of Dartmouth st. From there on 
putward, greater provision would be 
made for trolley and auto traffic 
(through the construction of under- 
passes. The maximum cost would be 
>3,929,000. 



Expensive Trackage" 

'^" ■Wadsworth, in the course of his 
rks, said: 

he subway would cost over $5,000,- 
mlle, perhaps the most expensive 
Kage in the world outside of some 
!Ntw York tunnels. As a transit fa- 
ciliiy it cannot possibly be justified. 
The number of passengers using Hunt- 
Ington-av street cars has decreased 
*0 per cent in eight years and is still 
decreasing. The total number of pas- 
Kcngers using (he Elevated service has 
decreased ;iO per cent in nine years. 
This shrinkage in street-car earnings 
Is not confined to Boston, but is com- 
mon to every city in the world. To

"The subway Is advocated as a re- 
"*f, i°r atreet traffic congestion. It 
will give little or no relief. Traffic 
congestion la due to the commercial 
and private automobile, not to trolley 
cars, and exists largely at street inter- 
sections. Only 18 cars per hour In 
rush periods and 12 in normal perloda 
operate each way on Huntington av. 

"The project would plunge the d^ 
of Boston still further into the morasa 
of Elevated finance. Already growing 
deficits have been assessed upon the 
cities and towns In the transit dis- 
trict. Future deficits are Inevitabte. 
The Elevated has defaulted upon Us 
lease of-~the Governor-sq extension 
and the Boston taxpayer m ;ts more 
than 80 percent of the charge*. Vnimr 
ihe proposed financial plan Boston 
will meet 100 percent of the chants 
on the Huntington-av subway.

WALSH GONfERS 
ON BOSTON YARD! 

Little Hope for New Jobs,! 
Navy Officials Say ! 

I By CHAHLES S. GROVES 

' WASHINGTON. Aug 30 - Senator 
Walsh, Representative Douglass and 
Dan O'Connell. secretary to Senator 
Coolidge. visited the Navy Depart- 
ment tpday regarding the work situa- 
tion at the Boston Navy Yard and had 
conferences with various naval offi- 
cials. 

But slight encouragement was given 
that curtailment in employment would 
cease, Senator Walsh said. The fact 
that the whole fleet is on the west 
coast makes it impossible to keep 
yards on the cast coast busy. Further- 
more, the appropriations for the cur- 
rent fiscal year were curtailed on July 
1 to the extent of $55,000,000. This cur-i 
tailment In appropriations represents a 
reduction of $10,000 on the rolls of th« I 
Navy Yard employes. j 

The Navy Department officials statad ' 
that every east, coast yard Is faced' 
with the same situation as the Boston 
Navy Yard. Norfolk. New York knd 
Philadelphia Navy Yards also ar*' 
faced with discharges. The only hOlM 
tr^r eniplnyment is the new construc- 
tion, and two of the destroyers haiv«. 
been allotted to the Boston Navy Tard. 
This promises to prevent a too draatto 
reduction among the employes duriog 
the Winter months. ; 

They also were informed that no 
battleships are scheduled for modern- 
ization. The department did stata, 
however, that it has arranged to hava 
orders placed in the Boston Navy Yard 
for other manufacturing work for tha 
equipment of new vessels recently au- 
thorized, such as bolts and anchor 
chains. Some of these orders already 
have been given to the Boston Navy 
Yard, 

The department also stated that thaj 
would issue orders today to the effect 
that the Boson Navy Yard would man- 
ufacture ai;-port covers for the four de- 
stroyers now being built in the iNayy 
Yard. This will keep the foundry bum 
for some time. They also promlaol^ 
that other work for the yard waa IB' 
prospect, not so much for the purpoa*' 
of Inceaslng the number of employe«» 
but rather to prevent further redU^ 
tions.

He was here 
only three hotuvs from the time his 
plane landeo at tlast Boston, to 3:.i0 
, P. M.. when it took oft with him. his 
I tecretarv.

CROWDS AT AIRPORT

Several conferences have been lield at 
City Hall recently, the latest Kifluy, on 
contemplated improvementa in East Bot;- 
ton, to be llnancerl under the National 
Ileoovery Act, such as the Standvvay Bou- 
levard, estimated to cost $1,200.00; th-; 
widening of I'orter street tn the airport 
for jnOO.OUO and an extension nt a cosi 
ot $S, 000, 000 of the rapid transit tunnel 
to the airport where the Boston, Kevero 
Beach & Lynn Railroad would be able to 
tie up with the Boston Elevated. 

Mayor Curley caled to the nieetinp; ot 
today Henry I. Harriman, chairman of 
the Metropolitan Planning Board; Corpo- 
ration Counsel Samuel Silverman. Park 
Commissioner William P. Long-, Piil \\c 
Works Commisioner Christopher Carven, 
City Auditor Rupert S. Carven and 
Budget Commissioner Charles J. Fox. At 
a previous conference the Boston Transit 
Commission was represented. 

The mayor is anxious to develop the 
East Boston waterfront and a long-stand- 
ing project ha."! been placed before the 
State and Federal authorities for ac- 
ceptance under the National Recovery 
Act. Always associated with the water- 
front development has been the widening 
Df Porter street as a preat traffic aid to 
the airport. The extension of the tunnclj 
has been a development more intlm,atoly 
associated with metropolitan planning 
than with city planning. It was first 
brougrht to public attontlcm three or mor... 
years ago by tlie Metropolilan ofliclal;-- 
who haii planned thrnn routes whi"h tliey 
Celt should be considered in any huse 
Sevclopment of rapid transit facilities, 
ind It is worthy of note that the act 
.vhich authorized the Maverick sQuare 
;hanges in the rapid transit tunnel gave 
;he city the authority to build that tunnel 
12,000 feet beyond Maverick square. 

The Narrow Gauge railroad crosses 
Porter street and then veers off to Mar- 
?lnal street where passengers aiiglit Cor 
he ferry trip across the harbor to Atlan- 
.ic avenue. From a rapid transit stand- 
jolnt this system is archaic. B.y a tie-up 
vlth the Elevated at tlie contemplated 
ermlnuB near the airport, passengers on 
he Narrow Gauge could transfer from 
rae line to another with ease and tlius 
ivold the ten or fifteen minute trip 
icross the harbor. 

Moreover, instead of being: deposited 
m Atlantic avenue, tlie i. arrow Gauge 
lassengers could be left at any point on 
he underground Elevated system. But 
IS for the question of tare, so far as 
tnown there has been no light. Nor has 
he attitude of the public trustees or the 
Jlrectors of the Elevated system become 
*nown. 

Porter street widening may cost $503.- 
)00, argely from property damage and 
the necessary reconetructlon of a bridge 
over the tracks of the Boston & Abany. 
That part of Porter street from Day 
square to the plaza of the new traffic 
tunnel has already been widened. The 
remaining stretch of 1.500 feet is well built 
upon, but the buildings are not of expen- 
Bi/o construction. 

Mayor Curley said today that the three 
separate projects would bo ready for th« 
consideration ot the City Council nexi 
Monday.

Disapproval br the St«t» Emer- 
gency Finance Board yenterday of 
the proposal of Mayor Curley for the 
construclion of a Huntlnglon-nv »\ib- 
way was contained In a foritial com- 
munication addressed to the Mayor 
by the board after the Mayor bad 
been informed orally of the board's 
attit\ide.

Section No. 2 of the 
national recovery act had for its 
purpose tho foundationing of the 
entire act through providing work 
on public projects for a large por- 
tion of the unemployed of the na- 
tion and final approval of the 
Hvmtlngton avenxie proposal would 
in addition to providing work for 
3000 of the iniemployed result in 
a reduction of tho cost of the op- 
eration of soldiers' relief to the 
extent of more than two millions of 
dollars. 

EFFECT ON DEPENDENTS 

The final approval would have

I have no means of determining 
the reason for the rejection of this 
project tuitil I receive official no- 
tification in writing from the chair- 
man of the emergency finance 
board. I Informed the board vhen 
it was announced th.at the Hunting- 
ton avenue subway project had been 
rejected that in my opinion the best 
service tho board co\ild render th« 
commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the city of Boston would be to 
Immediately resign and miless they 
do I consider it clearly the duty of 
the Governor to remove them since 
this is no time to continue in a po- 
sition of responsibility clothed with 
powers, a group of men who refuse 
to act In sympathy with tlie Presi- 
dent of the United States In hl« 
great work to restore Industrial 
pro.s[jerity in the nation." 

The mayor's statement then pro- 
ceeded to give a complete and ex- 
haustive summary of the proponal 
to extend tho subway out under 
Huntington avenue. He traced Its 
progress In the Legtslature and the 
city council from 1925 up to the 
present time, citing the new neces- 
sity for the relief of traffic conges- 
tion cau.sed by the new burden soon 
to be placed on Huntington avenue 
by the completion of the Worcester 
turnpike.

' Co-operation with the NRA program 
of new pu'Dlic works does not mean that 
a city must to.ss common sense — and 
millions of dollars — out of the window. 
The basic principles of prudent finance 
still survive, and must be respected. 
That Is the clear meaning of the deci- 
sion given by the State Emergency 
Finance Board as to Mayor Curley's 
$23,500,000 list of new city projects which 
he sought to have ratified for Federal 
aid. In rejecting the Huntington avenue 
subway, and In fixing an outside limit of 
$10,000,000 for all extra expenditures at 
this time. Chairman Bartlett and his 
supporting niemiiers in the Emergency 
Finance Board have Shown a remarka- 
l)ly clear and firm power of judgment. 
Eager to assist the national program 
within the limits of reason, they refuse 
to let the people of Boston be saddled 
v;ith a he;:"y extra burden of debt for 
the next foity years merely for the sake 
of temporary and partial uncmialoymcnt 
relief at this time. 

An especially commendal)le feature of 
the board's ruling is its requirement that 
the city authorities should bring in their 
list of N R A projects as^ a complete pror 
rjram, instead of continuing to press the 
ease for each item piecemeal. Only by 
lining up all the proposals can the com- 
parative merits of the various projects 
be fairly brought out. and good choices 
be made of tho.se which arc mo.st needed 
and wortiiy atjjjroval.

The city hold.s-tlie claims 
but McMorrow does not consider them 
to be unpaid taxes. 

In a letter to Ma.vor Curley he termed 
the statement of the slate board "a 
gras.s mi5-.':tatement of the actual 
fact.s' and in explanation set forth: 
Tlie actual amount of real estate 
taxes actually unpaid wa.s $1,144,- 
796.76. liut imder the .statute. I, as 
collector and credited with the col- 
lection of that amount, purchased 
$479. .502. 94 at the tax sale which 
was held June 6 and 7 and tlie bal- 
ance, $665,293.82 Is added under 
the statutes to previous tax title 
' accounts. 

Therefore it is readily .seen that

' The city has Jl. 700,000 available within 
ItB debt limit, and part of this could be 
use<l for the purchaso of the Young's 
property, vvliieii is assessed at (1,300,000. 

Must Obtain Approval 

To conoludo tlio deal it would be 
nece.'^.''ary for tlie Mayor to obtain the 
approval of tbo City Council ot a loan 
order sufficient to inoet the purchase 
price, and also the cost ot remodelling 
the Interior for city purposes. 

Should the property bo purchased the
